the trial of Mrs. Madelynn Connor 
Obenchain, testified she had tried to 
make him swear to a lie that would 
save her, and identified a score of ar- 
dent love letters she had written him. 

It was a startling revelation to the 
crowd in the courtroom. It came as a 
stunning surprise to the defense. 

Roman said that Madélynn wrote 
him letters, calling herself “his dream 
girl,” calling him “My Paul,” “My 
Sweetheart,” asking him to visit her 
in her dreams and kiss her and caress 
her. He swore she asked him to de- 
stroy her letters and that she told him 
that she counted as naught all the suf- | 
fering she had endured inasmuch as 
it had brought her the love of him.

Assistant Commissar of 
Foreign Affairs Litvinoff tells THe TrrsuN® cor- 
respondent at Riga, Mr. Day, that “ Russia hopes 
to havea semi-capitalist state governed by the 
communists, who would keep the great industries 
socialized.”

Dr. Lespinasse Adds New 


Mystery to Case. 

“Mr, Harold F. McCormick is in ex- 
cellent condition today. — 

“The story that any part of any 
other human body has been or will be 
used in the treatment of Mr. McCor- 
mick has not the slightest foundation 
in fact. His mental condition is bright 
and cheerful.” 

This bulletin, issued yesterday by 
Dr. Victor D. Lespinasse, who a week 
ago operated on Harold F. McCormick 
in an effort to restore wasting tissues, 


to the strange case of the millionaire. 
What was Substance Used? 

“What was thé substance used in 
Mr. McCormick’s case? Was it a trans- 
plantation of some animal giand, sych 
asa goat’s or monkey’s? Or was there 
used some substance. unknown as yet 
to the medical world generally, which 
hai been - discovered by Dr. Les- 


pinasse?’’ 


These were some of the questions 
which immediately arose upon the is- 
suance uf the surgeon’s bulletin. Dr. 


Lespinasse refused to answer any of |. 


them. He did not deny that the oper- 
ation: was one affecting the tissues, 
but on the question of its exact nature 
and the substance utilized he was 

nt; He did deny, however, that Mr. 
McCormick has any definite plans for 
leaving the city—for marriage or for 


Yany other reason. 


“Mr. McCormick advises me,” the 
physician said, “ that he has no definite 
plans for leaving Chicago or the United 

| States upon his discharge from the 
hospital.”’ 
Denies Reported “ Break.” 

Then, referring to reports that there 
had been a “ break” between Miss Mu- 
riel McCormick and her father “ over 
something or other,” he said: “That 
is not so. I was present last Wednés- 
day evening when Miss Muriel visited 
her father. The warmest affection ex- 
ists between father and daughter. She 
did no weeping, as has been reported, 
but was exceptionally cheerful during 
the visit, as was her father also.” 

That Dr. Lespinasse may have dis- 
covered some new and potent restora- 
tive of fading tissues was suggested by 
the,largeness of the fee—$50,000— 
which it is reported he received and 
which he has not denied. The possi- 
bility of this appeared to be further in- 
timated by the physician's long and ex- 
pansive experimentation in the field of 
gland transplantation and in his re- 
ports of his singular success during 
the more recent times. 

It is also known that a secondary 
specialty of Dr. Lespinasse is artificial 
impregnation, and that he has long 
had in preparation a book on this sub- 
ject relating its history from the first 
experiments among the Chinese cen- 
turies ago; and from the first actual 
reported European case up until the 
present. 

New Discovery Possible. 

This book also is to cover the experi- 
ence, experiments and methods of Dr. 
Lespinasse on the subject. Artificial im- 
pregnation or “uterine insemination,” 
as Dr. Lespinasse prefers to term it, is 
a@ subject closely correlated with wast- 
ing tissues, and in this connection it 
was suggested that the surgeon’s work 
in this delicate field might have led to 
some new startling discovery by which 
atrophying tissues might be 
with new life and vigor. 

Despite Dr. Lespinasse’s statements 
and bulletin, however, reports yester- 
day persisted that Mr. McCormick is to 
slip quietly from the hospital direct 
to a train for New York City, from 
where, it is said, he and his daughter 
Mathilde are to sail for Europe.
